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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is deemed allowable over the prior art in view of the applicant's arguments 
filed November 1 1 , 2002 and since the prior art fails to teach that at least one end of the 
composite staple fibers in the embossed non-embossed portion that constitute the 
convex island regions being press and heat anchored at the embossed portion that 
constitute the sea region.
